Claims 13-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 13 recites "include at least fourteen carbon atoms". It is unclear whether 
this limitation applies to the "sterically hindered... groups" only or to the "long 
chain. ..groups" also. 

Claim 18 recites vesiculated polymer particles according to claim 15. Claim 15, 
however, is drawn to a raw material. 

Claims 20 and 21 recite a "method of manufacture... according to claim 13". 
Claim 13, however, is directed to polymer particles. 

Claims 27 and 29 recite a "method of manufacture... according to claim 14". 
Claim 14, however, is directed to polymer particles. 

Claims 28 and 30 recite a method of manufacture of vesiculated polymer 
particles according to claim 15. Claim 15, however, is drawn to a raw material. 

Claims 14, 15 and 24 use the phrase: "including but not limited to:". It is not clear 
whether applicants intend this language to be equivalent to the more common 
"comprising" or whether they intend some other meaning 

Appropriate correction/clarification is required. 

The foreign patent document references lined through on applicants' 1449 form 
have not been received. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Beresford et al (equivalent to WO '71 1 ) 

This rejection is made in view of the 35 USC 112 issues discussed above, 
particularly those relating to claims 13-15 and 24. 

.Beresford et al discloses vesiculated polyester granules modified by 
polymerizing in the presence of a diluent monomer which may be methylmethacrylate 
and a modifying monomer meeting the instant limitations. These granules are taught as 
incorporating pigment and as produced my methods meeting the limitations of the 
instant claims. 

The examiner notes that applicants' limitation to "fourteen carbon atoms" in claim 
13 does not appear to find support in applicants' priority documents.
